THE TRAVELLER’S RELATIONS TO 
HIS CUSTOMERS* 

Cheerfulness is most requisite in a trav¬ 
elling salesman—cheerfulness even to jovial¬ 
ity—and to make his business friends equally 
cheerful, should be among the traveller’s chief 
objects. It is often carelessly said that there 
should be no friendship in business, or, that 
there can be no friendship in business; yet it 
is a matter of fact, that the Anglo-Saxon is 
ruled as much by custom and sentiment as 
by law. Of course, if we adopt the narrow 
view that business is to make a sale without 
respect to the right or well being of the 
buyer, then there can be no friendship in 
business; but if we take the broader view 
that good business is that only which con¬ 
tributes to the prosperity and advantage of 
all parties concerned then it will be found 
that not only can business and friendship 
co-exist, but that it is difficult to maintain 
a mutually satisfactory business relationship 
unless the element of friendship forms part 
of the bond. 

Friendship is defined by Webster as “an 
attachment to a person proceeding from in¬ 
timate acquaintance, and a reciprocation of 
kind offices, or from a favorable opinion of 
the amiable and respectable qualities of his 
mind.” The buying and selling of goods 
from which the buyer and seller both profit 
is undeniably “a reciprocation of kind of¬ 
fices.” And if an “intimate acquaintance”

results, and a reciprocal “favorable opinion 
of the amiable and respectable qualities of 
the mind” is formed, who will say that 
there can be no friendship in business? In¬ 
deed, the broad, liberal spirit of Commerce 
is not inimical to, but thoroughly in accord 
with that friendship which directly results 
from a “reciprocation of kind offices, or 
from a favorable opinion of the amiable and 
respectable qualities of the mind.” 

We doubt whether there are many busi¬ 
ness men, even among those who protest to 
the contrary, who are not more or less in¬ 
fluenced, directly or indirectly, in their busi¬ 
ness transactions by friendship for the men 
who represent the houses with whom they 
deal. How often is not a point strained to 
favor a traveller who has won the friend¬ 
ship of the dealer; while on the other hand 
advantage is taken of the very circumstance 
overcome in the case just referred to, to 
“turn down” a persona non grata. Every 
traveller knows how strong this sentiment 
and custom is in favor of old houses of re¬ 
pute, which have a position and a prestige 
that of themselves command a certain 
amount of respect and confidence, and how 
difficult it is for young houses to conquer 
this prejudice and to win a place for them¬ 
selves. The young traveller who loses sight 
of the fact that friendship plays an impor¬ 
tant part in business will quickly find that he 
is at a disadvantage with those rivals who do 
make friends of their customers. 


J. B. LIPPINCOTT’S NEW PRINTING 
HOUSE. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just con¬ 
cluded the purchase of a block of real estate, 
76x100 feet, opposite Washington Square, 
at Nos. 227 to 229 South Sixth Street, at the 
corner of Locust Street. Work will be be¬ 
gun at once on an eight-story building to be 
erected on this site, which will be fitted/ up 
with the latest improved machinery for 
printing and binding their publications. The 
buildings now standing on the ground to be 
occupied by the Lippincott establishment 
were formerly the homes of several of Phila¬ 
delphia’s best-known families. The house 
which stands on the corner of Sixth and 
Locust streets was for many years occupied 
by Richard R. Montgomery, whose wife was 
a daughter of Horace Binney, the celebrated 
Philadelphia jurist. After they vacated it, 
about twenty years ago, it became the office 
of the City Solicitor, and was used as such 
until five years ago, when the Municipal Law 
Department was removed to the City Hall. 
The houses next door, Nos 229 and 227, 
were occupied respectively by Judge J. I. 
Clark Hare, who married a daughter of 
Horace Binney, and the other by Horace 
Binney, Jr. 
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THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY TO 
LEAVE ITS OLD HOME. 

The announcement that the American 
Bible Society has put its building, the old 
Bible House, at Fourth Avenue, between 
Eighth and Ninth Streets, New York, in the 
market for sale, does not mean that the So¬ 
ciety is in financial straits, nor that there is 
the least likelihood of abandoning its pub¬ 
lishing work. As William Foulke, the treas¬ 
urer of the society, explains, “the Bible 
House was built about fifty years ago. At 
that time it was one of the largest office 
buildings in the city, and it was always kept 
full of tenants. In the last few years, how¬ 
ever, many more modern and finer structures 
have been put up in the neighborhood, and 
still others are under way. It is only nat¬ 
ural that these have taken away some of our 
former tenants. It becomes more difficult 
every year to keep our building filled. At 
no time, however, has it ceased to be rent¬ 
able. The management does not feel like 
rebuilding, and that is why we are willing to 
sell. We estimate the property to be worth 
about $1,000,000, and if we cannot get a good 
valuation we will not sell at all.” 

The Rev. John Fox, one of the secretaries 
of the Society, supplemented this by saying: 
“About half of the building is at present used 
by the society itself. If the building is sold, 
it will be necessary to decide whether to move 
our printing-plant to some less expensive sec¬ 
tion, or to have our printing done by contract. 
The British and Foreign Bible Society, the 
largest in the world, has all its printing done 
by contract, and believes the plan to be 
cheaper. Under our charter we can print 
only unannotated texts, and it is not usually 
in these lines that the severe competition 
takes place. Certainly it has nothing to do 
with our revenues, which are derived from 
bequests, donations, and' collections. Until 
we find the right purchaser our affairs will 
go on just as they have in the past.” 


BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 
THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The committee appointed to draft articles 
to be submitted to the members, report prog¬ 
ress, though that progress appears to be made 
slowly. Naturally, many diverging opinions 
exist and much time and patience will be re¬ 
quired to work out a policy that will meet 
with the approval of the majority of the pub¬ 
lishers. In the meantime the committee is 
making efforts to obtain the opinions of about 
five hundred representative booksellers. It is 
not likely that any further steps can be taken 
by the Association before the middle of Oc¬ 
tober. 

CONNECTICUT NEWSDEALERS’ ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

The Bridgeport, Conn., newsdealers have 
perfected their organization and elected the 
following officers: President, Howard C. 
Gregory; vice-president, Benjamin J. Burns; 
treasurer, C. F. Pettie; recording secretary, 
John I. Barschow; financial secretary, Niel 
Larsen; sergeant-at-arms, Fred Aliborne; 
executive committee, George Meyers, C. F. 
Pettie, Levi Cobb, Mrs. L. M. Allen. C. H. 
Giles. Almost all the newsdealers in the 


city were present at the meeting and great 
enthusiasm was manifested. The object of the 
association is to elevate the business and 
bring about uniform prices, but not to raise 
prices. The by-laws are similar to those of 
the national organization. The meeting 
nights are fixed for the second and fourth 
Thursdays of each month. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Samuel B. Schiefflin, long the head of 
W. H. Schiefflin & Co., a well-known drug 
firm in New York, died in this city Septem¬ 
ber 20 aged ninety-one years. He devoted 
much of his time to religious literature, and 
published the following works: “Message to 
Ruling Elders” (1859), “The Foundations of 
History” (1863), “Milk for Babes” and “Chil¬ 
dren’s Bread, Bible Catechisms” (1874), 
"Words to Christian Teachers” (1877), “Mu¬ 
sic for Our Churches” (1881), "The Church 
in Ephesus and the Presbyterian and Re¬ 
formed Churches” (1884), and the “People’s 
Hymn Book” (1857). 

Professor Henry Sidgwick, professor of 
moral and political philosophy at Cambridge 
University, died at Cambridge, Eng., August 
29. He was born at Skipton, Yorkshire, May 
31, 1838. For many years Professor Sidg¬ 
wick was one of the most earnest and active 
promoters of all schemes for the better edu¬ 
cation of women, and, from the first, he was 
identified with the organization, establishment, 
and management of Newnham College. He 
was always ready, with voice and pen, to 
champion the cause of women. Among his 
best-known works may be mentioned “The 
Methods of Ethics,” “Outlines of the History 
Qf Ethics,” “Principles of Political Economy,” 
“Elements of Politics,” “Practical Ethics,” 
etc. He was also a frequent contributor of 
literary and philosophical communications to 
contemporary publications. 

Dr. Jacob M. Da Costa, a distinguished 
American physician and writer, died at his 
residence at Villanova, near Philadelphia, 
September 11. He was born at St. Thomas, 
West Indies, February 7, 1833. and received 
his literary education in Germany and his 
medical training at the Jefferson Medical CoL 
lege in Philadelphia. He was graduated in 
1852, and the following two years he spent 
in hospitals and schools of Paris and Vienna. 
In 1854 he returned to Philadelphia and es¬ 
tablished himself in practice. While pursu¬ 
ing a general practice he devoted special at¬ 
tention to diseases of the heart and lungs. 
He was the author of a standard and ex¬ 
haustive treatise on diagnosis, “Harvey and 
His Discovery,” “Strain and Over-Action of 
the Heart,” etc. His contributions to periodi¬ 
cal medical literature were large and upon a 
variety of subjects. For many years Dr. Da 
Costa was professor of the theory and prac¬ 
tice of medicine in the Jefferson Medical 
College. 

Sylvester Rosa Koehler, curator of prints 
in the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston, 
drooped dead from heart failure on Saturday 
while alighting from a train at Littleton, N. H. 
He was well known in art circles in Boston. 
He was born in Leipsic, Germany, on Feb¬ 
ruary 11, 1837. Mr. Koehler came to this 
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country in 1849. He edited the American Art 
Revieiv during its existence, and contributed 
largely on art to periodicals in this country 
and in Europe. He published translations 
of Von Bctzold’s “Theory of Color,” and La- 
lanne’s “Treatise on Etching,” with notes 
(1880.) He was the author of “Art Educa¬ 
tion and Art Patronage in the United States,” 
and “Etching, an Outline of Its Technical 
Processes and Its History, With Some Re¬ 
marks on Collections and Collecting.” Mr. 
Koehler wrote the text for “Original Etchings 
b> American Artists,” for “Twenty Original 
American Etchings,” and for “American Art.” 
He also edited the United States Art Direc¬ 
tory and Yearbook for 1882 and 1884, and 
wrote a history of color-painting. 

Professor Thomas Davidson, of Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass., author of a number of works 
on Greek education, art and philosophy, died 
in the General Hospital at Montreal, Canada, 
September 14. He was born in Deer, Aber¬ 
deen, Scotland, October 25, 1840. He was 
graduated from the University of Aberdeen 
as first graduate and Greek prizeman in i860. 
Between that date and 1875 he was a school¬ 
master in England and in various schools in 
this country. He settled at Cambridge in 
1875, and then spent several years in travel 
and study in Europe. Some of his works 
that have attracted much attention are “The 
Philosophical System of Antonio Rosmini- 
Serbati,” which first brought Rosmini to the 
notice of English speaking students; “The 
Parthenon Frieze, and Other Essays,” “The 
Fragments of Parmenides,” “On the Origin 
of Language” (translated), and “The Place 
of Art in Education.” Professor Davidson 
was the founder of the Glenmore School, at 
Keene, in the Adirondacks, and there he spent 
the greater part of last summer, surrounded 
by students of various sciences. 

Friedrich Wilhelm Nietsche, the bril¬ 
liant but unhappy German philosopher, died 
at Weimar August 25. The son of a coun¬ 
try clergyman, lie was born at Rocken, a vil¬ 
lage near Liitzen, October 15, 1844. His 

first work, “The Birth of Tragedy,” was pub¬ 
lished in 1872, three years after he had been 
appointed to a professorship at Basle. After 
serving with his regiment in the Franco- 
Prussian war he returned to Basle and re¬ 
sumed his lectures for a short time. He 
Spent ten years in travel until 1889, when, 
under the stress of overwork his health col¬ 
lapsed, and lie became hopelessly insane. He 
produced a number of extraordinary works 
dealing by turns with ethical and sociologi¬ 
cal theory, literary criticism, the principles 
of art, the philosophy of music, religion and 
the conduct of life; exhibiting as T. Bailey 
Saunders says in the London Athenaeum “an 
originality of view, a force of expression, in 
some things a profundity of insight and; a 
delicacy of feeling, in others a bitterness of 
sarcasm, a coarseness of invective, and an all- 
devouring self-conceit which quickly made 
him known and brought him a degree of pop¬ 
ularity in certain quarters which was not al¬ 
ways accompanied by intelligent apprecia¬ 
tion.” Eleven of his volumes have been 
translated into English and are published in 
this country by the Macmillan Company.

E. B. Treat & Co. will publish in a month 
or two a work on “Sexual Debility in Man,” 
by Dr. F. R. Sturgis. 

A biography of Goethe is to be brought out 
in Germany, written by a kind of literary syn¬ 
dicate in proportions that threaten to be “co¬ 
lossal.” 

Findlay Sackett, 51 Exchange Place, New 
York, will publish early in October a volume 
of five of his short stories under the title of 
“An Enchanted Ghost.” 

Drexel Biddle, Philadelphia, announces 
that the sale of “Ouirda,” by the Countess 
de Chavanne, has reached the 30,000 mark and 
the demand shows no falling off. 

Brentano's announce that Bernard Shaw’s 
“Cashel Byron’s Profession” and “An Un¬ 
social Socialist,” and Valdes’ “The Joy of 
Captain Ribot,” have gone into fourth edi¬ 
tions. 

Hinds & Noble recently published the 
plates and copyright of “Coon’s Civil Gov¬ 
ernment of New York State,” and are now ad¬ 
ding a set of questions and answers to ac¬ 
company each lesson. 

Laird & Lee, Chicago, have just published 
Laird & Lee’s “Diary and Time Saver,” for 
1901, a handy little volume of general infor¬ 
mation tables and statistics with a blank diary 
for every day of the year, in small enough 
shape to fit the vest pocket. 

Walter LI. Baker & Co., 5 Hamilton 
Place, Boston, have purchased the plates of 
Ibsen’s plays formerly published by the 
United States Book Co., and are re-issuing 
them separately—eight of them—at 25 cents 
each, with “The Master Builder” and “Hedda 
Gabler” at 50 cents each. 

Horace Marshall & Son, London, will 
publish shortly a life of Richardson, the nov¬ 
elist, by Miss Clara Linklater Thomson, 
which will contain much fresh matter, de¬ 
rived from Richardson’s unpublished letter, 
in the Forster collection at South Kensing¬ 
ton, and from other contemporary sources. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will publish next 
month the “Letters of Thomas Edward 
Brown,” which are attracting considerable 
friendly notice in England. Dr. Brown, who 
was for years master at Clifton College, was 
the author of “Betsy Lee,” “Fo’c’s’le Yarns,” 
“The Doctor,” a, collection of poems in the 
Manx patois, etc. 

Cassell & Company, Limited, have pub¬ 
lished a thoroughly revised edition of Dr. 
Ball’s “The Story of the Heavens,” long an 
authority on the subject of which it treats. 
This edition contains twenty-four colored 
plates and numerous text illustrations and 
includes a record of the recent discoveries 
and achievements in the world of astronomy. 

Hurst & Co. have just ready their fall 
list, including many new additions, to their 
popular series and editions. They have 
made a pretty Ideal Shakespeare in thirteen 
handy volumes bound in flexible English- 
ribbed cloth and in flexible full leather. They 
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have also gotten up a twelve-1110 edition of 
Shakespeare in three and six volumes. 

The E. P. Growe Publishing Company, of 
Richmond Hill, L. L, have published a little 
pocket volume upon “The Brook Trout and 
the Determined Angler,” by Charles Barker 
Bradford, an enthusiastic devotee of the 
sport, upon which he writes with a contagious 
enthusiasm. A facsimile of a letter of warm 
commendation from ex-President Cleveland 
serves as frontispiece to the volume, which is 
attractively printed. 

Tolstoy’s London agent, M. Tchertkoff, 
has just received from the Count the manu¬ 
script of a new work, which will be trans¬ 
lated by Mr. Aylmer Maude, and will be 
published next month in England under the 
title of “The Slavery of Our Time.” It is a 
sequel to the work that appeared some ten 
years ago called “What Must We Do, 
Then?” and, like the latter, is an inquiry into 
the results of modern industrialism. 

The New Amsterdam Book Co. will pub¬ 
lish at once Henry Herman’s new novel, 
“Woman, the Mystery.” They have just is¬ 
sued a second edition of Grant Allen’s “The 
Linnet,” the first edition of which was prac¬ 
tically sold out on the day of publication; 
and the fourth edition of Dr. Andrew Bal¬ 
four’s historical remance, “Vengeance is 
Mine.” They have in preparation a second 
edition of J. Maclaren Cobban’s “An African 
Treasure.” 

Little, Brown & Co. will publish shortly 
a new story for children by Miss A. G. 
Plympton, entitled “A Child of Glee,” which 
deals with the adventures of a little Ameri¬ 
can girl in the imaginary kingdom of Avaril, 
where a child-queen has been crowned. They 
have in press a new story of Northern Scan¬ 
dinavia, by Richard Voss, entitled “Sigurd 
Ecdal’s Bride,” which has been translated by 
Mary J. Safford; also, “Shadowings,” a new 
volume by Lafcadio Hearn.

Lessons from the Brownings,” by Dr. Amory 
H. Bradford; “Ideals in the Education of 
Women,” by Caroline Hazard; “The Art o i 
Optimism as Taught by Robert Browning.” 
by William De Witt Hyde; and “The Prob¬ 
lem of Duty,” by Charles F. Dole. 

The Century Company will publish this 
fall John Morley’s study of Oliver Cromwell 
in one octavo volume with a number of care¬ 
fully authenticated portraits and reproduc¬ 


tions of contemporary prints. The Thumb- 
Nail Series of little leather-bound books, 
which The Century Co. began to issue some 
years ago, will have three additions this sea¬ 
son: a new translation, by Benjamin E. 
Smith, of Epictetus; “Rab and His Friends” 
and “Our Dogs,” by Dr. John Brown, and 
a volume of “Motifs,” by E. Scott O’Connor. 

A. C. Armstrong & Son have in prepara¬ 
tion a second series of Dr. George Matheson’s

popular; “Stories of My Four Friends,” a 
hitherto unpublished work by Jane Andrews, 
in which the lessons and beauty to be found 
in the four seasons are described; “Mother 
Nature’s Children,” in which Allan Walton 
Gould sets in an imaginative framework for 
children the love and care and mutual de¬ 
pendence of living things—from human be¬ 
ings down to plants; also, a book of folk¬ 
lore stories and proverbs, paraphrased for 
children, by Sara A. Wiltse. 

F. M. Buckles & Co. will publish in Octo¬ 
ber, in connection with T. Fisher Unwin of 
London, a new book by “Rita,” entitled “Van-
